TO FOBECtOSE THE MORTGAGE. 


The Government has decided to fore- 


close the mortgage on the Union Pa- 
cific and Kansas Pacific railroads. As 
in the case of the Central Pacific there 
are first mortgages, which constitute a 
prior lien to that of the Government, 
on those roads. "As that lien has to be 
satisfied by the purchasers of the 
roads, fears were.entertained that the 
Government would receive, when the 
roads were sold under, foreclosure at 
public auction, only' a nominal sum 
•which would not pay pinch more than 
the expenses of the sale, for its interest 
in the property. To provide against 
soch a contingency Attorney General 
Harmon announces that an agreement 
has been entered into with the Keor- 
ganization Committee of the Union Pa- 
cific, by the terms of which tnVGovern- 
ment is guaranteed against a total loss 
of its- interest. The Reorganization 
Committee agrees to pay the Govern- 
ment not less than $45,754,000 on its 
lien on the Union Pacific and Kansas 
Paeiflo lines. The sale will be' public 
and the Government will receive the 
benefit of any higher bids up to the full 
amount of its claim, principal and in- 
terest. The sum of $4,500,000 has been 
deposited with the United States Trust 
Company by the Keorganization Com- 
mittee as a guarantee of good faith. 


If this agreement is carried oat the 


Government will go out of the railroad 
business, and there is not the slightest 
probability that it will engage in it 
again for many years, if at all. The in- 
debtedness of the bond-aided roads to 
the Government amounts to about 
$121,000,000, and if it receives one-half 
that amount from the foreclosure of 
its lien on the roads it will be in luck. 
There will be no more funding bills, as 
doubtless the Government will pursue 
the same course with the Central Pa- 
cific that it has with the Union Pacific. 


Much good is certain to result to 


the people of Nevada from the settle- 
ment of the bond-aided roads with the 
Government. 
"Whether the 
Central 


Pacific is purchased by the present 
company or becomes the property of n 
new company, once the title is vested 
in tbat company it will, as a business 
proposition, encourage the development 
of the resources of the country tribu- 
tary to the road. As it has been, with 
the title of the road in doubt, no effort 
has been made to increase the local 
traffic of the road by building up thf 
country through which it tuns. On 
the contrary, according to all reports, 
the policy has been to divert traffic 
from the Central Pacific to the South- 
ern Pacific so .as to make the central 
road as valueless as possible. Tbe 
officials declared before the Govern- 
ment Commission that the central line 
was virtually a bridge from Keno to 
Ogden. 'A company in fall possession 
of the road would very soon demon- 
strate the contrary by encouraging the 
development of the agricultural and 
mineral resources of Northern Nevada, 
There are millions of acres of rich 
agricultural lands tributary to the Cen- 
tral Pacific, which require only water 
and cultivation to make them .pro- 
ductive. The water can be secured .by 
storage, and there are millions of peo- 
ple seeking homes who will settle upon 
and cultivate those lands. In almost 
every mountain range there are leads 
of gold and silver, and in many of them 
extensive deposits of copper, lead, iron, 
antimony and other ores. The deserts 
produce salt, sulphur, borax and other 
minerals which have a commercial 
value, and in a few years, under a 
liberal policy, instead of a bridge be- 
tween Reno and Ogden the local traffic 
of the road would necessitate the run- 
ning of a dozen trains a day.

RATIFICATION DELATED. 


It is becoming more evident daily 


that a considerable number of the Sen- 
ators desire to reject the arbitration 
treaty negotiated by Secretary Olney, 
or at least to withhold ratification until 
the. new administration . comes into 
power. 


One reason given for opposition or 


for delaying action on the treaty is fear 
of the effect its ratification would have 
on the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands, or Canada, or Cuba, or on the 
construction of'the Nicaragua canal. 
The Senators ostensibly do not oppose 
the principle of arbitration, but say 
they do oppose its application to meas- 
ures that may increase the glory and 
influence of the United States. 
' This is peculiar, indeed. The tra- 
ditional policy of the United States has 
been one of peace with the entire world 
There has been manifested little desire 
for extension of territory by any other 
than peaceable means. The conscious 
effort has been to avoid so far as pos 
sible the imperialism and militarism o 
Europe, yet, in the closing days of the 
nineteenth century, some Senator 
dare to oppose the arbitration treaty 
one of the most illustrious achieve 
ments of the century, on the ground 
tbat it might interfere with the policy 
of aggression and greed for empire on 
the part of this nation. The issu 
coald not be more strikingly presented 
nor the length to which the jingo Sen 
ators think they have taken this coun 
try in retrogression from the bistori 
policy better exemplified.. It is ques 
tionable if the United States want 
Hawaii or Cuba under any circnm 
stances, and certainly not at the prio 
of war. There should be no desire fo 
the annexation of Canada by othe 
than peaceable means. Tbe pretendei

sults of eqnal suffrage m Colorado, the 
friends of the cause desire to prosenta 
trnthf'il aiid nnprejudiced'; statement 
of fact: The signatures of men. and; 
women who have - official .recognition, 
are appended to this statement, in order 
that "the office 'may ; give weight when 
names are nnknown.' The signatures 
include prominent society women, as 
well as those distinguished in intellect- 
ual and philanthropic work.;' The list 
might-'be indefinitely prolonged were 
more than a representative .nnmber 
possible. 


"We, citizens of the State of Colo- 


rado, desire, as lovers of truth and jus- 
tice, to give our testimony to the .value 
o^eqnal suffrage. 


*" We believe that the greatest good 


of the home, the state and the nation 
is advanced through'the operation, of 
equal suffrage. The evils , predicted 
bave not come to pas's. The benefits 
claimed for it have been secured, or are 
in process of development. A very1 
large proportion of Colorado women 
have conscientiously accepted theirre- 
spo.nsibility as;citizens. In 1894more 
than half <<he total vote for Governor 
was cast by women. Between 85 and 
90 per cent of the women of the State 
voted at that' time. The exact vote of 
the last election has not yet been esti- 
mated, bnt there, is reason to believe 
that the proportional vote of women 
was as laixe as in previous years. 


" The vote of good women, like that 


of good men, is involved'in the evils 
resulting from the abuse of our .present 
political system; bat the vote of women 
is noticeably more conscientious than 
that of men, and will be an important 
factor in bringing about a much better 
order."

leading men and women of Colorado, 
among whom are many whose judg- 
ment has never been questioned. Lack 
of space forbids the publication of the 
list.

as-plearly visibly to the eye as it is audi- 
ble to the ear; and think.that by speak- 
ing slowly, .word by word, and opening 
their mouths to the-widest extent, they 
will render the task of the speech reader 
easier. As a matter of fact they render: 
it all the more difficult A child in 
school may learn to tanderstand a teach- 
er who.mouths hisjwprds in this man- 
ner, 
but 'this ability is of, no value to 


him when, he leaves school.' Indeed per- 
fectly uatnral, deliberate speech is easier 
to understand than the exaggerated' 
form pf articulation which people are 
apt to use the moment they know: they 
lire talking to a totally deaf person.
